One of the arguments with which infi- 
delity has armed itsclf against the Chris-

The christian world, it is true, has long 
beer convulsed by schisms and quarrels, 
but it is casy to discover that these things 
are not the offspring of true christianity, 
which is diametrically opposed to all strife, 
hatred and wariance. Mankind, in the 
wisdom of this world, have built up va- 
rious institutions upen the foundation of 
the gospel; but these have had no other 
effect than to make religion a source of 
contention, or to emplov it as a pretext to 
cover worldly and selfish purposes. It 
was the departure from the plain path of 
simplicity, and corrunting the plain truth 
of gospel doctrines, that gave occasion to 
most of the controversies which have divid- 
ed christendom—human creeds were s:- 
stituted instead of plain scripture, and as 
often as circumstances differed, or new 
opinions were broached, so these creeds 
were altered, amended, or corrected, until 
they became filled with subtleties and con- 
tradictions. It is thus that christians have 
been led away, and scattered upon the 
barren mountains and desolate hills of an 
empty profession, by the decisions of coun- 
cils and synods, whose decrees have had 
an eflect to perplex the consciences of 
men.
